Violence 
Flares in 
Ireland

(AP) — The Irish Republican 
Army struck back with bombs 
and bullets Sunday and today 
in retaliation for the killing of 
two women by British troops. 


The weekend toll was six ci- 


vilians killed and one wounded 
by troops and police, and five 
soldiers and one 
policeman 


wounded by snipers. 


The policeman was shot in 


the head early today when he 
looked out of an upstairs win- 
dow at his home after a knock 
on the front door. His condition 
was critical. 


Detectives said they shot and 


killed a man, wounded a wom- 
an and captured another man 
Sunday after the trio planted a 
bomb that wrecked a Belfast 
night club. 


The customers fled through 


windows and doors, and no one 
was injured in the explosion. 


Police said the three terror- 


ists, who were armed with 
automatic pistols, did not heed 
an order to halt, and officers 
opened fire. 


Two sisters were shot dead in 


a car in Belfast, and three men 
were killed as they tried to rob 
a bank at Newry. The slayings 
brought the death toll to 133 in 
more than two years of civil 
strife in Northern Ireland. 
JAobs attacked troops with 
fire bombs in Ix>ndonderry. Ri- 
oters set fire to a lumber yard 
in Newry and looted shops as 
3,000 mourners followed the cof- 
fins of the three men killed 
there. 


The Irish Republican Army

Arkansas Supreme Court re- 
versed and dismissed today two 
judgments of $5,000 each award- 
ed by a jury Against a man 
who was found to be on a "joint 
enterprise" with an automobile 
driver by riding in the ear. 


The unanimous opinion, writ- 


ten by Chief Justice Carleton 
Harris, came in a suit filed 
against the estate of Jack Wes- 
ley Johnson, who died in a traf- 
fic mishap that was the basis 
for the suit against his estate. 


Johnson was riding in a car 


owned and driven by Miss Lois 
Ann Phelan on Nov. 2, 1965, 
when it crashed near El Dorado 
on U.S. 167 with an Arkansas 
Transport Co. tank truck driven 
by A. E. Greer. 


Miss Phalen and Greer also 


were killed. Greer's survivors 
and the trucking company filed 
a suit for damages, but against 
Johnson, the passenger, rather 
than Miss Phalen, the driver. 


The suit argued that both oc- 


cupants of the car were intoxi- 
cated and that negligence on the 
part of Miss Phalen could be 
imputed to Johnson under the 
"joint enterprise" doctrine.

Brezhnev was given a 101-gun 
salute, an honor usually re- 
served for heads of state. 


Brezhnev seems to be emerg-

of Brezhnev's departure from 
Moscow and his arrival in

mate that banks lost an aggre- 
gate $115 million on their credit 
card operations in 1970 and that 
they are likely to go even dee- 
per into the red this year. 


Difficulty 
in generating

profit from 
the proliferating 


card business is attributed to 
customer fraud, theft, default 
on 
account 
payments, mis- 


management, collusion by mer- 
chants and the high cost of pro- 
cessing records of transactions. 


The American Bankers Asso- 


ciation reports that 9,111 banks 
are involved in card operations, 
some on their own and many in 
association with others. 


The number of merchants ac- 


cepting bank cards i5 estimated 
by industry sources at 800,000. 


Banks stepped into the credit 


card arena in 1951 on a local 
basis. In 1966 the operation be- 
came national when Bank of 
America of San Francisco be- 
gan 
frachising 
its 
Bank- 


Americard to other 
banks 


throughout the country. 


Bank cards are used mainly 


for retail purchases while cards 
issued by American Express, 
Diner's Club and Carte Blanche 
are used primarily for travel 
and entertainment. 


Master Charge, issued by an 


association of banks called In- 
terbank, is the biggest bank 
card operation, with sales vol- 
ume 
of $3.4 billion in 1970. 


BankAmericard was second 
with $2.7 billion. 


Another big one is Unicard,

Bank of New York. Chase says 
it has two million card holders 
and 30,000 merchants in its sys- 
tem in nine states.
